Rule  7G. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  sub.iect  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
18G7.” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock.  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  w.ork ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  it.s  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any

And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
limo  Pevoinibefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  sihall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Rill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  tofjethcr  with  copies  of  the  notices 
ptihlishcd.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  io  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.

1st  .Inly,  ISOS,  and  subsequent  orders,  are  hereby 
rescinded  and  the  following  clauses,  Nos.  20,  41, 
and  42  substituted  for  the  three  latter  clauses'. 
Nos.  20,  41.  and  42. 

20.  The  lieensee  shall  pay  the  following  dues  on 
timber  cut  upo'n  his  licensed  berth  : — 

Sawn  lumber,  50  eenls  per  thousand  feet,  board- 
measure. 

Lath.  15  cents  per  thousand'. 

Shingles,  15  cents  per  thousand'. 

Piling  and  cribbing,  14  cent  per  lineal  foot. 
Railway-ties  S feet  long,  ly^  cents. 
Railway-ties,  each  lineal  foot  over  S feet  long, 
% cent. 

iShingle-'bolls.  eut  within  the  Railway  Belt  of 
British  Columbia,  25  cents  per  cord. 
Cordwood,  15  cents  per  cord. 

And  five  per  cent,  rojialty  dnes  on  other  pro- 
ducts of  manufacture  not  enumerated;  pro- 
vided'. however,  the  licensee  will  not  be 
required  to  pay  dues  on  slabs  or  on  sawdust. 
(h.)  Saw-logs  cut  on  timber  berths  in  iManitoba, 
Saskatchewan.  Alberta,  the  North-West  Territories, 
and  the  Peace  River  ti-aet.  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  conti’olled  by  the  Dominion 
Government  shall  be  paid  for  on  the  product  of 
manufacture  thereof,  and  those  cut  within  the  Rail- 
way Belt  of  British  Columbia  on  the  feet  boaiaL 
measure  according  to  British  Columbia  log  scale. 

41.  In  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan, 
and  Alberta,  and  in  the  Peace  R'iver  tract,  in  the 
Province  of  British  'Columbia  controlled  by  the 
Dominion  Government,  the  Alinistcr  of  the  Interior 
may  grairt — • 

1.  1‘ermits  to  owners  of  portable  sawmills  to  cut 
lumber,  shingles,  and  lath  over  a definitely  described 
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tract  of  laud  not  exceeding  one  square  mile  in 
extent,  on  papunent  of  Crown  dues  at  rates  fixed  by 
section  20  of  these  regulations,  'provided  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  berth  are  sold  to  settlers  residing 
within  a radius  of  fifty  'miles  of  the  berth  ; subject 
also  to  the  payment  of  rental  at  the  rate  of  $100 
per  square  mile  per  annum.  Permits  of  this  class 
shall  be  good  for  one  year  from  date  of  issue. 
A second  permit  covering  the  same  territoiy  may 
be  issued  to  the  grantee  subject  to  the  payment  of 
rental  and  dues,  but  he  shall  have  no  further  or 
other  right  of  renewal.  The  permittee  must  have  a 
mill  in  actual  operation  satisfactory  to  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  within  three  months  of  the  date  of 
the  permit,  otherwise  the  permit  shall  be  subject  to 
cancellation,  kx  the  event  of  the  permittee  not 
operating  to  a reasonable  extent  upon  the  lands 
covered  bj’  the  permit  during  the  continuance 
thereof,  of  which,  the  IMinigter  of  the  Interior  shall 
be  the  sole  and  final  judge,  the  permit  shall  become 
null  and  void.  An  application  for  a portable  saw- 
mill permit  can  only  be  gi-anted  on  i-eceipt  of  a 
report  from  the  local  timber  inspector  to  the  effect 
that  the  granting  of  the  berth  is  a necessity  in 
owler  to  provide  lumber  for  the  settlers  in  the 
district. 

(rt.)  Holders  of  portable  sawmill  berths  acquired 
und'Or  this  section,  covering  laud  lying  north  of  the 
N'Oidh  Saskatchewan  River,  may  sell  the  products 
of  their  berths  to  actual  settlex’s  residing  more  than 
fifty  miles  fi'om  the  berth,  and  also  to  other  than 
actual  settlers  within  or  beyond  the  fifty-mile 
i-adius  on  payment  of  dues  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per 
thousand  feet  board  measure. 

{!>.)  The  dues  on  lath  and  shingleg  the  pi'odtict 
of  such  berths  located  ixortlx  or  south  of  the  North 
Saskatchewan  River,,  whether  disposed  of  to  settler’s 
or  other  than  settlers  vx'ithin  or  bej’oud  the  fifty- 
mile  radius,  shall  be  at  the  I’ate  set  out  in  section 
20  of  these  i-egulations,  viz. : Fifteen  cents  per 
thousand. 

(c. ) Penxiittees  will  be  required  in  districts  where 
thei’e  is  a max’ket  for  cordwood,  to  cut  the  fops  of 
trees  taken  into  coi’dwood,  on  which  dues  at  the 
rate  of  25  cents  per  cord  will  be  charged.  The 
brush  and  tops  of  trees,  when  not  manufactured  into 
wood',  m'Ust  be  disposed  of  in  such  a manner  as  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  fire  as  much  as  possible. 

(d. ) An  applicant  shall  not  be  granted,  more  than 
one  berth  at  a time,  and  such  berth  shall  not  be 
transferable. 

(c. ) Tlie  applicant  shall  be  required  to  pay  at 
the  date  of  issue  of  permit  20  per  cent,  in  advance 
of  the  dues  chai’ged  on  the  timber  covered  by  the 
permit. 

(/.)  If  the  land  upon  which  the  permit  is  applied 
for  is  sui’veyod  the  boundaries  must  be  the  boun- 
daries of  ad'j'oining  quarter-sections  or  legal  sub- 
divisions. Tf  the  land  is  not  surveyed  it  will  not 
be  necessary  to  have  a survey  made  by  a Dominion 
Lands  Surveyor,  provided  the  boundaries  are  defined 
on  the  ground  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  local  Timber 
Inspector. 

(r/.)  Per.sons  who  are  owners  of  licensed  timber 
berths  are  not  eligible  to  obtain  portable  sawmill 
permits,  and  the  applicant  must  submit  a statutory
